marched shoulder to shoulder 
with the British Tommy. has not 
forgotten his old comrade 

Abuse of England and ail she re- 
presents is plugged at the French 
population unceasingly over the 
radio in the German-controlled 
Press, and from huge posters that 
decorate noardings in every town 
and village throughout the 
country but in spite of this every- 
one prays for a British victory 
not only because they Know that 
this is their only hope of regain- 
ing their freedom, but because 
they have real love and genuine 
admiration for the people of this 
little island 

True some Frenchmen be- 
wildered by the sudden collapse of 
their country, still think we must, 
in some way håve been to blame: 
but this suspicion is a mild emo- 
tion compared with their burning 
hatred for the Germans 

That is why kinema crowds risk 
imprisonment by hissing Nazi 
news reels and propaganda films. 
That is why every true French- 
man says ‘Don’t lift vour 
blockade. Thrash these pigs of 
Germans first Then it will be 
time to eat.”

flew high above Paris and sky- 
wrote the words “ Courage! 
Courage! ” in letters five miles tall, 
and on the boulevards the people 
stood and cheered.

BETRAYED 


WOMAN who recently arrived 

in London from the Riviera 
told me the other day that the 
ordinary Frenchman would sooner 
risk revolution than see the 
French fleet in Hitler's hands. 

Just before she left Mentone an 
old Breton woman said to her: “I 
know these Germans. In the last 
war I was in Arras when they 
marched in This time I had five 
sons fighting and I don’t know 
where any of them are, but I 
would sooner lose every boy, 
sooner see the whole fleet at the 
bottom of the sea, than have 
Hitler get even one small gunboat 
from us.” 

That is the temper of all the 
people. Life is a grim business in 
France these days. The spectre of 
starvation stalks the land. In Paris 
last vear a dish of swedes and 
potatoes was all many people had 
for their Christmas dinner. vet in 
spite of this, and in spite of all the 
guile of the

My friend from the Riviera told 
me how struck she was by the 
stunned astonishment of the 
people in the streets on the day 
the armistice was signed.

“You could sense the shame and 
disillusionment of a proud people 
You could see it in the sullen 
bitter faces of the soldiers’ They 
had been ready to fight to the last 
man, and they had been betrayed.
